( From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Maroh 21.— This afternoon, in 
the presenca of all hia minlstora, except Sir 
Frank Smith and Hon. Donald Ferguson, 
Lord Aberdeen Binned tho remedial order 
reBpeating tho Manitoba school appoal. 
Tho minuto of oounoil on which tho re- 
modiil order iabased ia a lengthy document, 
comprising the entire hiBtory of tho case 
from tlio paaaago of the act by tho Legis- 
lature of Manitoba iu 1800, at the instance of 
tho Greonway government; and rooitea the 
petitions for redress, the hoaring beforo the 
privy council, the subsequent reference to 
tho Supremo court, the appeal to England, 
and finally tho hoaring beforo the privy 
oounoil of Canada two weeks a c o. Having 
roaited these faotB, the minute proceeds : 

" The oommitteo therefore recommends 
that said appeal be allowed, and that Your 
Excolloncy-in- Council do adjudgo and dooide 
that by two aots p»ssed by the 
legislature of Manitoba, on the 1st 
day of May, 1800, intituled respectively 

An aot> respecting the department of edu- 
cation ' and 1 An aoo respecting publio 
schools,' the rights and privileges of the 
Roman Catholic minority of the said pro- 
vinco in relation to education, prior to 1st 
May, 1890, havo been affeoted, by depriving 
tho Catholio minority of tho following 
rightB and privileges which previoua to and 
until the 1st May, 1800, auoh minority had, 

"z. : 

" (A ) Tho right to bnild, maintain, 
equip, manage, conduct and support Roman 
Catholio sohoola in the manner provided 
for by said statutes which wero repealed by 
tho two aots of 1800 aforesaid. 

' (B. ) The right to sharo proportionately 
in any "rants mado out of the publio funds 
for purposes of oduoatlon. 

" (C. ) The right of exemption of such 
Roman Catholics aa contribute to Roman 
Catholic schools from all payment or con- 
tribution to the support of any other sohoola. 

And the committee also recommends 
that Your Excellency-in-Council do further 
dealaro and deoide that for tho due execu- 
tion of tho provisions cf section 22 of the 
Manitoba act, it seams requisite that the 
system of education embodied in tho two 
acta cf 1800 aforesaid should be supple- 
mented by a provincial aot or acta which 
would restore to the Roman Catholio min- 
ority the said rights and privileges of which 
such minority has been bo deprivod as afore- 
said, and which would modify the acts of 
1890 so far, and so far only, as may bo 
necessary to givo effeot to provisions restor- 
ing tho rights and privileges in para- 
graphs A, B and.C hereinbeforo mentioned. 

L|" Tho oommitteo deBlrea to add that their 
ordBhips of the judical committee state in 
thoir judgment : ' Bearing in mind the cir- 
cumstances which existed in 1870, ib does 
not appear to their Lordships an extrava- 
gant notion that in oroating a legislature for 
the province with limited powers, it should 
havo been thought expedient, in case sither 
the Catholics or the Protestants became pre- 
ponderant, and rights which had como into 
existence under different circumstances were 
interfered with, to give tho Dominion par- 
liament power to legislate upon matterB of 
education, so far as was uecessary to pro- 
tect tho ProteBtant or Catholio minority, aa 
tho caao may bo.' 

" In the opinion of tho committee, the 
Manitoba act as construed with regard to 
tho present caBe by tho judicial committeo 
of Her Majesty's privy council, so clearly 
points to a duty devolving upon Your Ex- 
cellency-in-Council that no courso is open 
consistent with both tho letter and spirit of 
tho constitution other than that rooom- 
monded. To dismiss this appeal or grant a 
Bmallcr moasuro of relief would bo not only 
to deny to tho Raman Catholic minority 
rights substantially guaranteed to them 
under tho constitution of Canada, but in 
truth such acoureo might involve a declara- 
tion on tho part of Your Excollency-in- 
Cnuncll that thia provision of tho consti- 
tution for tho protection of the rights 
of certain of Her Majesty's aubjecta in 
Manitoba should nob in any caBo bo acted 
upon ; and further, the committee do nob 
porcetvo upon what prinoiplo, consistently 
with a declaration that effect is not to bo 
given to thiH appeal, tho Protoatant or 
Roman Catholio minority in Quebec or 
Ontario could nek corresponding provision 
undor sootiou 93 of tho British North 
America aot in ouso of a provinolul 
act or decision ufTecting thoir rights 
or privileges. If Your Excel- 
lency seo fib to approve of tho 
foregoing rocommendatior, tho oommitteo 
desires to stato that it follows that rofuBil 
or neglect on tho part of tho legislature of 
Manitoba to enaob tho remedial legislation 
whioh to Your Exoollenoy-in Council soems 
requisite will oonfor upon parliamentauthor- 
ity to pass suoh a law. In this connootion 
it was urged by counBel on bohulf of the 
provinco that should parliament legislate 
undor thoso circumstances lta enaotment 
would bo absoluto and irrevocable so far as 
both parliament and provincial logislaturo 
aro concerned. 

" Tho committee, without noooaaarily 
adopting thia view, observes that section '22 
of tho Manitoba aot may admit of thab 
construction. Tho committee thoroforo ro- 
commend thab tho provincial legislature bo 
requested to consider whether its action 
upon tho deoieion of Your Exocllenay-in- 
Council should bo permitted to be suoh as, 
while refusing to redress a grievanoe which 
tho higheat oourb In tho Empiro has de- 
clared to exist, may compel parliament to 
give reliofof which undor tho constitution tho 
provinoial legislature is the propor and pri- 
mary source, thereby, accoi ding to thia view, 
permanently divesting itsolf in a very largo 
moasuro of Its authority, and bo establishing 
in the provinoo an educational Bystom 
whioh, no matter what changes may take 
plaoo in tho circumstances of tho country or 
tho vlowB of tho people, oannob bo altered 
or repealed by any legislative body ia 
Canada. 

" The committee further, and for tho 



reasons horelnbefore stated, recommend that 
if Your Excellency - in ■ Counoil should 
be pleased to approve of this 
roporb, Your Excollenoy - in - Counoil 
do mako an order in the premises 
in the form and to the effoot neb forth in the 
draft order hereunto annexed, and that a 
copy of this report and of the said order bo 
transmitted to His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Manitoba for his information 
and that of his government and of the pro- 
vinoial legislature ; also that a oopy of this 
report and cf said order be transmitted to 
Mr. Ewart, Q.C., of Winnipeg, as repre- 
senting the Roman Catholic minority of 
Her Majesty's subjects in Manitoba." 

CABLE* NEWS. 



An M. P. Chanced With Frond. 

Londok, March 21. — Six weeks ago sum- 
monses were iBBued for Francis M. Cold- 
well, M. P., and Henry Granville Wright, 
tho solicitor who is now in prison for forg- 
ery in connection with thcLtborator building 
Bocloty funde; MeBara. Dibley and Brock, 
direotora of tho society and Mr. Theobald, 
tho auditor of tho concern, upon acousations 
of conspiracy and fraud. To day tho magis- 
trate who issued tho summonsoa fully com- 
mitted tho ncoueed for trial and fixed their 
bail at £4,000 oaoh. 

Preferential Trade. 

London, Maroh 21.— In the Houso of 
Lorda to-day Lord Ripon'e bill to repeal tho 
restrictions upon the Australian colonies in 
regard to the imposition of customs duties 
was passed to the committee stage. 

A Close Contest. 
London, March 21. — A parliamentary 
bye-oleotion was held in East Bristol to-day 
to fill the seat lefb vacant by tho death of 
Sir Josoph Weston, Liberal. W. H. Wills, 
the Liberal candidate, was returned, receiv- 
ing 3,740 votes against 3,008 oast for hia 
opponent, Mr, Gore. At the last genoral 
election Sir Joseph Weston was unopposed. 

Ecbcl Leaders Killed. 

Havana, March 21. — The Governor of 
Santiago provinoo reports that on March 18 
General Garrlch started from Baire with 
220 men. Tho troops overtook the rebels 
at Solis and killed five of them in a short 
but brisk fight. Among the dead were the 
rebel luadors, Manuel and Pacbeoo, and the 
aide-de-camp Estrada. All the arms and 
ammunition of tbe rebela were captured. 

The Spanish Version. 

Havana, March 20. — Ib is assorbed that 
tho steamship Allianca, when fired on by 
the Spanish oruiser, had on board tbo 
Cuban rebel genoral, Antonio Maceo or his 
brother Jose, and that she landed him at 
Sandy Hook. 

The Lost Warship. 

London, Maroh 20. — A diipatoh from 
San Bernando near Cadiz says that tho 
coast near Conil, somewhat further south, is 
strewn with wreckage, uniforms, fUgs and 
numerous other articles from tho lost cruiser 
Reina Rot/ente. The cfLialals along tbe 
ooaab have forbidden the people to approach 
the points where the wreokage has been 
caught up ostensibly to prevent the scones 
of anguish which would accompany the 
searoh for the bodies of friends or relatives. 
The officials refuse to say what they are 
doing to recover bodies and wreokage. The 
peoplo beliovo they are doing nothing. 

Aitalnst the Artist. 

Paris, March 20. — A decision was (ren- 
dered to-day in the suit brought by Sir 
Wm. Eden sgainsb James Whistler, the art- 
ist, to compel the lattnr to doliver Lidy 
Eden's portrait snd to pay £40 damages for 
having delayed tho delivery. Tho por- 
trait was exhibited in tho Champ do Mara 
aalou, and when tho salon closed the artist, 
owing to a diepule over the price of the pic- 
ture, rcfusod to doliver it to Sir William, 
who thereupon instituted proceedings. 
When tho case first came to trial Whistler 
stated thab ho had efficod the head 
in the portrait. Today's decision 
directs Whistlsr to restore the pioturo and 
to mturn Sir William's check, with interest 
at fivo per cenb. The artlab ia also con- 
domnod to pay £20 damagea and tho 
costs of tho proceedings. 

French I'reHldent 111. 

London, Maroh 20 — Tho Morning Post's 
correspondent in Paris says that President 
Faura haa tho influenza, and has been 
ordered by hia phyBioiana to cancel all en- 
gugementa and rest a week. 

A DESPERADO KILLED. 

Tho Escaped Seattle Murderer Knot Down by 
Deputy Sherlirs Sheptsh and Orow. 

Seattle, March 21.— ThomaB Blanok, 
tbo murder and jailbreakor, is dead, shot 
through tho head and body by tho bullots 
from tho Winchester rifles of John Shepish 
and Robort Crow, deputy sheriffs. Tho on- 
countor took pluco on tho N.P.R. track, 
about a mile north of Kent, ab 5:30 this 
afternoon. About sixtoen shots wero 
fired, and when tho smoke oloarod away 
Thomas Blanck lay lifolooa and John Shop- 
ish lay with wounds in hia lefb shoulder and 
wrist. Blanok waa shob through tbo ear, 
noBO and body. 

This afternoon a report camo to Kont 
that Blanck was ponned near Orillia. Bob 
Crow and John Shopish with Winohester 
rifles started up tho N.P R. traok. About 
a milo north of Kont they saw a man coming 
toward them down the track from Orillia, 
bub had no idea tho strangor was the 
dospotado they wero after, and got within 
ton foot of him before real danger developod 
Itsolf. Tho stranger walked along without 
Buying a word, and finally Crow and Shopiah 
yelled : " Throw up your handa thoro." 
Blanok drew a Colts 38 oalibro 
fivo shob revolver and oponed fire. Two 
shota wore fired from the rovolvor and still 
tho deputies were unhurt. Then tho men 
with tho Winchesters commenced pumping 
bullotB into their ontagoniab. Aftor tho 
smoke had clearod away tho dosporado lay 
on tho track lifeless. His body was taken 
to Kont and held awaiting orders from tho 
shoriff Shoriff Vandevanter brought tho 
doad body of Blanck to this city to-night 
and an inquoBb will bo held to-morrow.

Parliament Summoned to Meet on 
April 18 and Writs Issued to 
Fill Vacancies. 



Success of the Simpson Petitlon-Hon. 
J. C. Patterson About to 
Retire. 



(From Our Own CorrcaDondono.) 

Ottawa, March 21.— Parliament is to 
meeb on Thursday tho 18th of April— the 
first Thursday aftor Euster. This was do- 
cided upon this afternoon, Immediately the 
Manitoba question was disposed of for the 
present at least by the aigaing of tbo so- 
called " remedial order." Ac opportunity 
will thus be afforded for the peoplo in all 
parts of tho country to become thoroughly 
versed in tho terms and meaning of the sug- 
gestion mado to Manitoba. Tho more this 
is oxamined, the moro it ia thought, will its 
prudence and fairness be recognized. 

The executive of the Dominion Rifle As- 
sociation meota April 1 to arrange for the 
sending of the BiBlBy team, 

Sir C. H. Tupper haa advised tho remis- 
sion of the additional sentence of three yosrs 
passed on John Simpson by Judge Creaso in 
British Columbia, (or saying "Thank you" 
after receiving a five-yoar sentence for burg- 
lary. 

It is currently reported here to-night that 
Hon, J. C. Patterson, minister of militia, 
will shortly retire from tbo ministry, to be 
succeeded by Hon. A. R. Dickey, Hon. Dr. 
Montague becoming secretary of state. The 
official announcement of these changes is cx- 
pectod in two or tbroo days. 

Writs for eleotions in Antigonish, Quebec 
Wesb and Veroherea will probably bo issued 
to-morrow. The polling in each case will 
bake place bofore April 18. 

PREPARING FOR PEACE. 

But in the Meantime I'roToklne: Freik 
Trouble— Chinese Precautions. 

SlMONSEKI, Maroh 21, — LI Hung Chang 
has left bho warship which oonveyed him 
hero and is occupying quarters in town. 
The peace negotiations begin to-day. 

The credentials cf the parties to the peace 
conference were submitted yesterday and 
found to have been prepared with due form 
and to confer full power on both sides. The 
conference begins at 2:30 p.m. and ends at 4 
o'clook. 

London, March 21, — A Shanghai dis- 
patch says Japanese war veBsola have been 
searching British and Gorman merchantmen 
in tho Gulf of Peohili for contraband of war. 
The oruiser Aeolus has been ordered to lie 
at Taku to proteot British interests. The 
Japanese fleet has since retired from Takn 
and tho Chinese havo a number of junks to 
be ennk at that plaoe In order to block the 
ontranoe to the Pei Ho river. 

A Hongkong dispatch Bays the Japanese 
have blocked the porb of TamBal, on the 
northwest ooaab of Formosa. 



Britain and Japan, 

Washinoton, Maroh 21.— Vague hint* 
are thrown oub in diplomatic circles to-day 
that Great Britain will prevent, if possible, 
any agreement between China and 
Japan which may - result In & 
cession to the latter country of 
any part of Chinese territory proper. The 
Japanese government, bo far as can hs 
loarnod, will net demand a part of Man- 
ohuria as one of the conditions of peace, but 
will be satisfied with the ocaupstlon of Porb 
Arthur and Wei- Hal-Wei and the island of 
Formosa.

WiNNir-EG, Maroh 21, — (Special) — A Cal- 
gary special to tho Free Press says : F. W. 
G. Haultain received the unanimous 
nomination of tho Conservative con- 
vention last night. Delegates were 
present from Lothbridge and Pin- 
cher Creek to Edmonton and Vic- 
toria, representing seven of ten elec- 
toral districts. Haultain resigns hia seat 
in tbo assembly immediately and ie going 
in to win. All the prominent Conservatives 
in Calgary and throughout Alberta aro sup- 
porting him. Cochrano's chances are ulim.

I have been credibly 
informed that none of the nuraos 
are under twonty-ono, and why, may 
I ask, should a young woman of 
that ago be disqualified from 
nureing a patient 1 And again, when it Is 
taken into consideration that these nursos 
bring to their work energy, health and 
brightness, how roally rnoro effective may 
be their service than that cf older women 
lacking these qualifications. I spoak, of 
course, generally. O.io naturally looks for 
a lady of mature experience in tho matron, 
nor will they bo dieuppointod in thia respect 
at tho " Jubilee. 1 ' A word also for tho 
doctors. I think it would bo difficult to 
find ono more fitted for tho position in hia 
constant caro . for, and oversight of, the 
patients than Dr. Richardson ; and what 
shall I oay of him who day by clay is to bo 
found at hio post in tho operuting room ; few 
connlclor how much deponda on his Btcudy 
eye and firm hand, and fosver still 
givo him tho eympithy which ho so eminent- 
ly doserves. Wo call that man rravo who 
heading tho " forlorn hope " loads on to 
death, but how much bravor is our noble 
aurgoon who (under Provldonce) brings hia 
pooplo back to hoilth und hope, all that 
m ikes life worth tho living. Tho Jubilee 
hoapital ia a Bplnndid institution, which 
(with its able staff of officers) British Col- 
umbians may woll bo proud of. Uphold it 
bhon by your good words, and by your moans; 
strengthen tho hands of thoso who aro help- 
ing to make it what ib ia. Aud to you who 
belong to the well known family of " grum- 
blers" whom "nothing an earth can satis- 
fy," I can wish no greator kicdnoBa than 
that should you, likosomuny of your folio w- 
croaturos, bo overtakon by accidontor sick- 
ness, it may bo your good fortun ;, as it haB 
boon mine, to have tho caro and attention 
which all recoivo at the Jubilco Hospital, 
A Latk Patient.

Evanston, Wyo., March 21.— A large 
numbor of minors wore killed and injured by 
an explosion which ooourrod at six o'olock 
last night in the Rocky Mountain coal and 
iron company's mine, No. 5, at Red Canyon 
Eight bodiea havo been reoovored bub some 
of them aro burned beyond recognition. The 
explosion wreaked tho lowor planb and 
Bovoral buildings, entailing heavy loss. The 
best information obtainable plaoos tho 
number of viotims at eighty. Tho explosion, 
it is bollovod, waa oousod by sparks from a 
blast setting fire to dust. It is Baid the 
mine was wholly free from gas. A search- 
ing party is now exploring tho slopes of tho 



A Sympathetic Couple. 

Buffalo, March 21.— Clarence Robinson 
waa to-day found guilty of murder in tho 
second dogroo and hiB wife, Sadio Robinson, 
of manslaughter In the first degree. Robin- 
son was sentoncod to life imprisonment and 
his wife to twenty yoars. Some months 
ago they " hold up " a man in tho streets of 
Buffalo and murdorod him. 

Another Chance, 
Mandan, N D., Maroh 21.— William W. 
Pancoaat, the notorious awindlor who fifteen 
yoars ago robbed a Medina, Ohio, bank of 
$35,000 and later engaged in swindling 
operations in Canada and Minneapolis, and 
who was arrested, tried and convicted of 
tho murdor of hia wifo near thia city, ia to 
have a new trial. His young wife waa mur- 
dered in cold blood while Pancoaat was 
away from home in Maroh, 1893. Slkorrki, 
Panooust's hired man, was arrested and con- 
fessed that ho had killed her, and that ho 
was hired to do it by Pancoast for $1,800. 
PancoaBD was arrested in Colorado, taken to 
Mandan and oonviotod. At the trial hiB 
attorney protosted that tho iadfjo was pre- 
judiced. No attention was paid to tho re- 
quost, but now tho Supreme court of North 
Dakota has granted Pancoast a new trial. 

Colli ns nnd Cotton. 

New Orleans, March 21.— Fire to-day 
burned Kern's coffin and box faotory. 
Sparks were carried by a high wind to the 
yards of the International cotton preao 
several blocks away and despite tho efforts 
of tho firemen, twenty thousand bales of 
aotton in the yards were destroyed. The 
Brooklyn Cooperage oompany property and 
tho freight depotB of tha Illinois Contral, 
across tne stroct from the ootton yards, 
wero damaged. Loss half a million. 

The Pension lilll. 

Washington, March 21.— According to 
Commissioner Lochren's figures, pension ap- 
propriations aro likely to remain at about 
tho present rate for at least throo years to 
oomo. There aro usually largo arrears dat- 
ing from the time the application was filed 
to be paid on all now pensions. The pension 
appropriation for tho fiscal year 1S95 was 
one hundred and fifty millione, For tho fis- 
cal year 1S9G is is ono hundred and forty 
millions, which will probably have to bo sup- 
plemented aa usual by eight or ten millionu. 
After 1898 tho commissioner thinks tho 
pension appropriations will diminish rapidly. 

The Callows Loom Up. 

San- Francisco, March 21.— The Supreme 
court to-day denied a new trial to Wm. 
Fredericks, who murdered bank cashier 
Herrlck, and who is under sontenoo of 
death. 

A Timid Prospector 

San Francisco, Maroh 21.— Joseph La- 
due, for twelve years engaged in gold min- 
ing in the upper Yukon river, Alaska, haB 
junt returned here after several months' ab- 
Benco in the Kiat, and sailed to day for 
Alaska. Laduo lives far up tho Yukon at 
tho new camp of Ogilvy, which is forty 
milos from tho British lino. " I am afraid 
too many men itro going into the Yukon 
country thia year," Baid Laduo. " There 
aro indications that there may bo two thoua- 
nd. If there should be there will bo suf- 
fering for thoro ia no way to get in Buffioionb 
supplies, Thoro are not boats enough. A 
thousand men would Jbo a good many and 
all that could bo woll cared for. Besides 
thio I understand many mon aro going thoro 
with no meanB to fall back on. All they 
havo ia juBt enough to got them thero. I 
think that men ought to be warned that 
they will probably havo a rough oxperi- 
enco." 

Revolutionists Barred. 

TAMPA, Fla., March 21.— On Saturday 
tbreo Cubans, Rickardo Fornundez, Abo- 
lando Leona, and another, bought tickets 
for an excursion to Jamaica. Whou thoy 
proseuted their tickets at tho South Florida 
tiokot office yostorday morning they wero 
told by tho agent that ho had orders to tako 
them up und to pay them tho money back 
He firat got hold of tho tickots beforo tolling 
them thin. They went to the port and 
boarded tho Mascotte, tendering thoir 
monoy for passage. But tho money was re- 
fused and thoy woro forcibly thrown from 
tho steamor. It is known that theso mon 
had §50,000 for tho revolutionists and Ira 
ported papors for tho patriots. By somo 
means t!v '(pail'-li vice maul found It out 
and ordered thuir, p isuage canoollod. It is 
furl kn urn that ono of these is a brother 
In \mv ' Gen. Marti, tho loader of tho 
movement.

Philadelphia, March 20.— Mra. Boor- 
bohm l'reo, tho English uotroes, who is 
playing at the Chestnut streot opera house, 
met with a painful accident during tho 
matiueo performance thero to ■ day. 
Tho play was " Captain Swift," and 
during tho second aot. Mrs, Tree made a 
misstep, which throw her heavily on tho 
stago. Sho foil on hor arm, which wua 
severely sprained, and the play procoodod 
with a substitute in Mro. Troo'a part. 

Severe Snow Storm. 
St. Louis, March 20.— The enow storm in 
this vicinity has boon genoral during tho 
past twontyfour hours. Ruports from 
Southern Missouri and Illiuolo show that 



the storm has been severe in those 
Beotiona. Ab Columbus, lad., since 
this mornincr, a heavy snow storm has 
prevailed.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Expenditure of a sum of 
$10,000, Borrowed under the 
Authority of tho "Crematory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lighting Pur- 
poses. 

Whereas under and by virtue of section il 
of Tho Municipal Act Amondmont Act, 1891, 
(ho Corporation of tho City of Victoria is om- 
poworod, whon it ahull havo a sum of money 
on hand which haa boon borrowod for a opeclul 
purpose by tho authority of a loan by-law, and 
whon tho Council deenia it undesirable to ex- 
pend for Buch purposo tho money borrowed, to 
placo boforo tho ratepayers a by law providing 
for tho expondlng of such bum of monoy for 
some other purposo ; 

And whereas tho Bald Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria haB a sum of ten thousand 
dollars on hand whloh has boon borrowod for 
tho purposo of establishing a crematory by tho 
authority of a loan by-law known aa tho 
" Crornatory By-Law," No. 127 ; 

And. whereas tho Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria dooms It undealr- 
ublo to oxpond tho add sum of 310,000 for tho 
purpoao of establishing a crornatory as afore- 
Baid, but deoms it expediont that tho said sum 
of 310,000 should bo oxpondod for and towards 
tho coat of constructing works for supplying 
tho lnhabitanta of tho Municipality of tho City 
ot Victoria with Kieotrlc light ;

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MANITOBA'S PEOBLEM, 



Dr. Mclntyre's Reasons for Endorsing 
the Policy of the Conserva- 
tive Party. 



It Favors the Development of Na 
Monal Sentiment and a Logical 
Financial Policy. 



Mr, A. F. Molntyre, Q.C., was met by b 
representative of the Montreal Gazotte yes 
terday and the following conversation on 
BQsd :— 

"Iaotloe that United Canada suggests 
that yoa are not in unison with the Liberal 
party in federal politics. Do you oaro to 
aay if this is a fact !" 

"Well, yes; it Is the faot. 1 am nob in ao 
•ord with the federal party on the isaueB 
■pon which tha ooming election will be 
fought. Ib wonld bo nothing Bhorb of a cal- 
amity if the people should endorse Mr. 
Laurlcr'a trado polioy— ' freo trade as ib is 
in England and the destruction of every 
vestige of protection in the tariff. ' Nothing 
bub the rankest want of consideration on the 
part of the people can induoe them 
Vo endorse this view. The mero 
suggestion of such a polioy in the 
event of a oo-Cillod Liberal sucooes, is at tho 
present disturbing tho trade of the country. 
How much more will it disturb and unsettlo 
trade if, upon a Liboral victory, it should bo 
pub in operation. 

" I am a bi Hover in a tariff so adjusted 
that tho raw materials and other things that 
we do not produce shall come in free, and 
that tho taxes shall be levied on the articles 
we manufacture — thus giving incidental pro- 
tection to our manufactures and work to our 
people. This wbb the polioy Inaugurated by 
Sir Alexandor Gait and Sir Francis Hincks 
— two of tho ablest financiers, it will be con- 
fessed, that Canada has had, and that has 
been sought to be continued, particularly 
in tho roadjustmont of the tariff by Mr. 
Foster. 

" We oan roly upon 'internal competition 
lowering the prices of the manufactured 
artiole, as haa been found in the United 
States and here. Eaoh year the competi- 
tion has been bettering the quality and re- 
ducing the prioe of the manufactured 
articles of Canada. This is indisputable. 

" I don't believe in giving our markolB, 
manufaoturlEg and agricultural, to tho 
Amerioans and other foreign nations and 
getting nothing in return. 

"I would be willing to accept a limited 
reciprocity troaty, but I think, in view cf 
the attitude of tho United Statos for the 
past thirty years — Bince tho last treaty was 
abrogated— it ia a misleading of the publlo 
to Buggeab thab such a treaiy can bo got. A 
limited troity would be a good thing for 
Canada doubtless, but the Amerioans, be- 
lieving that they can press us into annexa- 
tion, and partly through the log-rolling dis- 
honesty of their politicians, will not, allow 
us aDy treaty that wo can accept. We must 
get on without it, therefore. I look forward 
to the timo that, from a senBe of aolf inter- 
est, they will further reduce their tariff, as 
we have dono. Wo shall then got their 
markets despite of thorn and without a 
treaty, and at loss disadvantage to our- 
selves. They require our products more 
than we require theirs." 

THB QUESTION" OF ECONOMY'. 

"What do you think of the Liboral 
policy with regard to the reduotion of expen- 
diture r 

"I do not see that Mr. Laurier and his 
friends could make any sensible reduotion in 
expenditure. The fired charges must ro- 
main, and tho public works in coureo of con- 
struction must bo oarried out, and my opin- 
ion is thab, as money is oheap, the govern- 
ment Bhould, if neoesaary, go into the mar- 
ket »Dd borrow what is requisite, and, as 
timos are dull, push the work upon their 
workB with vigor, giving employment to onr 
people and enabling them to tide over the 
hard times. 

" The good timos will come again, but wo 
cannot thut our eyes to the fact that the 
world is going through what thab distin- 
guished man, Mr. Balfour, the leader of the 
opposition in the British parliament, ex- 
pressed the other day — 'a oommcrcial, 
agricultural and financial crisis' — I might 
almost say an industrial revolution. Cer- 
tainly the world is going through such a 
lovelling and reduotion of values as has not 
been witnessed In many generations. 

" We in Canada can only adjiiBt ourselves 
to the situation as best wo oan— and we 
have not made a bid showing in our capa- 
city to do bo ao far. 

"This is not a time, in my mind, for 
tariff experiments. Abe Lincoln expressed 
ib properly when he statod that it was a 
poor time to swap horsoo crossing a stream, 
and if oar people Bhould bo so stupid as to 
support a policy at tho coming election as 
would bo absolutely an experimental one, 
thoy will ceo such a further drop in valuen 
aa this country has never ixporienced. 
This, I feel confiJent, is tho 

OPINION Or THE LEADING HANKERS, 
merchants, farmers and professional men — 
In faot, of ull who are conversant with econ- 
omical questions. These people know that 
the tariff ia not tho cause of tho depression, 
but tho economical changes — tho rapidity 
with which ull countries are being deve- 
loped through Bteum and tolegraphy. 

" Canada has had a wonderful develop- 
ment and prosperity under au incidental 
protection tariff. Lot ua not attempt to 
disturb it. Sir Oliver Mowat, Mr. Blair, 
tho premior of Now Brunswick ; Mr. Field- 
ing, tho premier of Nova Scotia ; Mr. 
Potore, tho premior of Princo Fdword 
Island, and even Mr. Greenway, tho pre- 
mier of Manitoba, have in tho Bpeechca 
from tho tbronu to tho several legislatures 
of which thoy aro loaders, during this very 
year, borne testimony to tho prosperous 
condition of tho sovoral provlncoa. Tho 
opinion of these gontlomen ia worth consid- 
eration. They know whereof thoy speak. 

" Thoro uro u fow features in which tho 
existing tariff can bo altered — for instance, 
the tax on ir n might be reduced or abol- 
ished, and the protection to that industry 
bo given in tho shapo of a bonus only. But 
with a fow minor changes tho tariff will bo 
hotter left alono. Work for our own people, 
and not for tho people of other countries, 
should bo our watohword and cjulding prin- 
ciple ab this time." 

TIIK MANITOBA SCHOOLS. 

" What ii your opinion about tho Mani- 
toba school question ? " 

*' 1 am in favor of audi remedial legisla- 
tion ua will givo the Catholics of Manitoba 
— tho rights guaranteed under tho constitu- 
tion — the ooutrol of thoir own schoola 
iTnis is not a politioal question — it ia a ques- 
tion cf law — of guaranteed righto, and tho 
Supromo oourb of Cunada and the Privy 
council havo so found. Thoro la Bufficiont 
patriotism and good feoling animating tho 
gro \t majority of tho Canadian people, us to 
induce them to cheerfully acquioBo in any 
moaBuro aa will romoa'y tho grievance. The 
ago of bigotry has departed. No soot can 
afford to Book to oppreBs another in Canada 
without injuring itBolf and all true ro- 



1'gion, and the people of Canada have 
learned tho value of toleration. Mr, 
L»urler should have spoken out on thi 
tubjtc;. He has trifled with it and Io« 
ground in consequence." 

" Well, Mr, Molntyre, you don't seem to 
bo in accord with Mr. Laurier's^ party on 
tho crucial questions of tho campaign 1 " 

" I am sorry to say that that is tho fact. 
Ibis a wrcnoh for any man to divide from 
his old friends; but bolieving they aro in 
error I am compelled to differ from them on 
this occasion. 

WANTS WORK I'OR CANADIANS. 

" I may say, as Is known to Mr. Laurier 
and some of the other leaders, for whose 
ability, I havo very great reBpoot, I havo 
been differing with thorn on important quel 
tions for some years. Every party loses 
friends and gains recruits. I must follow 
my oonviotionB — whothar they bs right or 
wrong. I am in favor of a polioy that will 
give work to our people and development to 
the country, of a polioy of expansion rather 
than contraction, of oxpondlturo at tho' pren 
eut time and under tho present oiroum 
stances. I have faith in Canada, and bo 
liovo it will oomo out of tho existing 
world's' troubles increasod in strength, 
relatively, to tho strongth of other countries, 
1 Mr. Lvurier and his friends would ap 
poar to bo in favor of ' Little Canada ' and 
indopondonae. I am a bcliover in greater 
Canada and greater Britain. Tho little 
Eugland party, great as wero its leaders, is 
a thing of tho past, and tho party of little 
Canada cannot hopo to havo a large suocces. 
The timos and that party aro out of joint. 
Thia ia conspicuously the ago of union and 
progress. In tho language of Lord Rose- 
bery — 'TheBriiiBh empire is tho greatest 
Instrumentality for good tho world has ever 
seen.' Let us maintain it. 

"In my opinion Mr. Laurior and his 
friends muss havo a larger faith in Canada, 
a larger do?iro for its rapid dovolopmont, a 
argcr appreciation of tho glory and inostim- 
ablo advantages of a continued and closer 
connection with tho ompiro before the Can 
adian people are likely to entrust them with 
the administration cf affaire."

THE MANITOBA CASE. 

Oar Ottawa special will be read to-day 
with very great interest. It informs tho 
people of this provinco'that thoro will bo a 
session of Parliament in a few weeks and it 
tells them that the Government has ar- 
rived at a deolaion in the matter of the 
appeal of the Manitoba minority. Our Ot- 
tawa telegram also contain! the prinoipal 
part of the report of the Committeo of the 
Prtvy Council, The Government leaves the 
redress of J, the grievance of the Catholic 
minority in tho first instance with the 
Legislature of Manitoba. The following la 
the recommendation of the Committee as 
given In the text of jtho minute of Council 
on which the Order is based: 

*' The Committee also recommends that 
Your Ereellonoy-ln Counoll do further de- 
clare and deoide that for the due execution 
of the provisions cf seotion 22 of tho Mani- 
toba Aot it seems rtquislte that the system 
of education embodied in the two acta of 
1890 aforesaid should be uupplementod by a 
provincial aot or acta which would restore 
to the Roman Catholio minority said rights 
and privileges of which such minority has 
been so deprived as aforesaid, and which 
would modify tho acts of 1890 bo far and so 
far only as may be neceEsary to give effect 
to the provisions restoring the rights and 
privileges." 

The decision is perhaps the most import- 
ant ever arrived at by any Government of 
the Dominion. It will no doubt be fully 
and earnestly discussed in every part of the 
sountry. The aotion of the Legislature of 
Manitoba will bo watched with intense in- 
terest. If it decides to redress the griev- 
ance complained of thera will bo an and of 
4Se matter. The question is therefore 
still a Manitoba one, and it will be ao for 
some time longer. It will only be after 
Manitoba refuses to act that the question 
can be taken to tho Parliament of the Do- 
minion. The Government has in this mat- 
ter acted firmly and courageously. It has 
full knowledge of tho responsibility it has 
Inourred, aDd is, aa its leader said while 
the appeal was being beard, fully prepared 
to abide by the issue. 



THE FIRST COMMONER. 

Sir Arthur Wollcsloy Pool is considered a 
model Speakor. Tha way in which he ha3 
performed the vory difficult and very trying 
duties of his ollioe has won for him tho 
estoom and admiration of men of all parties. 
He is a man of groat ability and his mind ia 
of tho judicial oast. Tho Houso of CommonB 
is at times a rathor unruly body and its 
members are in tho habit cf giving expres- 
sion to their opinions and feelings freoly, 
and often very strongly, bub in the 
stormiest times tho Speaker has been 
treated with duo roapeot by tho moat trucu. 
lent of tho membors. They all know that 
his impartiality is not in form only, thoy are 
convinced that ho does his duty conscien- 
tiously, without " foar, favor or affeotion " 
and they honor him acoordingly. This is 
whit the correspondent of tho Now York 
Times says of his rumored retirement : 

The decision of Spoakor Pool to retire 
from offico immodiatoly is a groat surpriso. 
• ■ • • These dispatches ohroniclod a 
yoar ago his intention to withdraw from 
public life at tho closo of tho prosont parlia- 
ment, but it was supposed that he would ro- 
main Spoakor till tho end. Tho doath of his 
wife, howover, and his own feeble health, 
have promptod him to escapo sooner from 
what is probably tho hardest worked post 
in tho whole liritish public Borvico. He 
will bo mude a Poor as a matter of oourse, 
and ho so ideally fits the popular concep- 
tion of what a Poor ought to bo llko that 
thoro will bo no disposition anywhoro to 
cavil at thia deviation from tho eolf-im- 
posod rule of tho present govornmont to 
oroato no now Pceragos. Ho will bo long 
romomberod us tho moat splendidly stage- 
manngod and histrionically porfoct Speaker 
possiblo to imr.glno. I always thought that 
ho was a good deal of a partisan, hut Eng- 
lishman swoll with Indignation at tho mero 
suggestion of suoh a thing. Tho thing has 
taken Parliament unawaroB, and nobody 
knows if the Ministry has a candidato up 
its slcovo. I hoar a roport that Arnold 



Morley, now Postmaster-General, wants the 
place, and if so he will probably get it. 

A SENSELESS ORITIO. 

The orltioism of the organ on Col. Prior's 
spoeoh is a marvel of silliness. It is also 
miiohievons. Viotoria, like every other city 
on the continent, is suffering from the 
prevalent business depression, but we can- 
not see what good it oan do the Liberals to 
oxnggcrato its effects within the oity's 
limits. No man who has tho least sense or 
a particle of honesty in his composition, 
whother ho ia Liberal or Tory, will lay tho 
blame of the hard times at the door of any 
Government. All countries are suffering 
from them, whether thoir form of govornmont 
is monarchical or republican, and whether 
tho policy they purauo is protectionist or 
froo trade. All are suffering from a common 
misfortune, the origin of which it is mosb 
difficult to diaoovor; bub the newspaper or 
the individual who exaggerates its effects for 
party purposes is an enemy to the com- 
munity. It Ia overy man's duty in days of 
adversity like those to keep a cheerful 
oountonanco, to face his troubles bravely and 
to Bpeak as hopefully as he conscientiously 
can. Tho man who becomes despondont 1b 
cowardly and foolish, and tho nowspapor 
whioh, to serve its own purposes and those 
of its party, aggravates the evils that people 
aro suffering from by magnifying them is 
uttorly oontemptiblo from overy point of 
view. 



A SELF-CONSTITUTED SPONSOR. 

Our American neighbors are talking a 
good deal of nonsense about protooting 
Nicaragua, Venezuela and other republics 
on thia Bide of the Atlantic from the con- 
sequences of their own acts, If the South 
American and Contral Amerioan ropublica 
will not pay their debts to foreign nations, 
and if they will not obsorvo the treatiea 
thoy make, it would hardly become the 
United States to be their champion. If the 
Groat Bepublio takes the little republios 
under its protection it must teach them to 
he honest and to respect the treaties thoy 
make. If it fiuds itself unfitted to bo thoir 
teacher in morula, if It designs to save 
them from punishment when they do wrong 
and from the inconvenience of paying thoir 
debts, then it must go thoir security— It 
muat be a party to every treaty thoy make 
and must bind itself to pay thoir debts whon 
they become due. The position of sponsor 
has its duties as well as its privileges. No 
American blest with common Bonso oan 
imagine that this wonderful Monroe doctrine 
binds the United States to baok up the little 
republics, no matter what they do or refuse 
to do. If it 1b determined to be in loco 
parentis with respecb to tho queer little 
brood it ahould keep a rod, or several rods, 
in plokle, and should not hesitate to ad- 
minister ohaatlaement when and as often us 
it is deserved. 

This Monroe doctrine business, as somo 
United States citizens understand ib, is very 
absurd. The United States, if It is wise, 
will give tho ropublica distinctly to under- 
stand that they muBt pay their debts and 
fulfil their othor obligations or take the 
oonBequonces. This is what it will have to 
do if any of the republics has a serious mis- 
understanding with a first-claaa power. 
Just now the rotations of Venezuela with 
Great Britain, France, Germany and Bel- 
glum are somewhat strained, and Great 
Britain has a crow to plak with Nicaragua. 
If th6 Govornmont of tho United States 
trios to prevent these nations settling their 
disputes with Venezuela and Nicaragua in 
tho way they think besb, ib will havo 
enough to do. 

CONSIDER THE END. 

Those who are inclined to boliovo in the 
adoption of English free trade by Canada 
would do well to road the article which we 
reproduced yesterday from tho Macclesfield 
Courier and Herald. That article waB writ- 
ten by a man who had witnoBSod tho opera- 
tion of free trade in a manufacturing town. 
It is at last admitted that free trade has not 
bonefited tho British agriculturist, but it Ib 
contended that ib has done wondere for tho 
British manufacturer. But the English 
jiurnallat is not hopeful even for tho manu- 
facturers under free trade. lie says : 

Froo trado haa practically killod agricul- 
ture already and mado us of nocessity a land 
of coalpits and smoky faotories. That may 
bo good as far aa it goos, but what is to be- 
come of us when freo trade, having rendered 
it impossible for ua to grow our own food, 
a'so rondors it impossible to earn our living 
by manufacture. To save a few ponco a 
y ird on our wifo'a print frock wo pay tho 
price of thoueanda of out-of-work operativoa 
in Lancashire, 

Tho article from which tho abovo pasBago 
is an extract shows clearly that froo trado, 
evon in England, whore it had tho 
beat chance possiblo, is not by 
any means an unqualified buocobs. 
Tho preeent condition of tho vast 
majority of its Inhabitants ia very far indeed 
from boing onviablo, and tho outlook for 
them in the future is exceedingly dark 
Why thon ahould wo desire to adopt a trado 
Bystem whioh, in tho country for whioh it 
was best adapted, its operation after fifty 
years of experionco is not by any moans 
satisfactory 1 

Tho proacnb condition of Canada is vory 
different from that of Great Britain in 1810. 
Thoro ia not the slightest roason to boliovo 
that the adoption of tho Engliah system of 
froo trado by this country would bo followod 
by even a short period of prosperity, and it 
ia not difficult to boo that it would immo- 
diatoly bo produotivo of much hardship 
and great inconvenienoo to vory many. 
Tho manufacturers of Canada are not 
In a position to oxist if exposed 
to tho fioroo oompotition of tho great 
manufacturing oountrioB of tho world. Somo 
of them might otrugglo for awhile but they 
would soon havo to Buocumb. It is not to bo 
oxpeotod that Canadian manufaoturora could 
withstand tho oloso competition with which 
tho rich and long-oatablishod manufacturing 



oonoems find It difficult to contend 
Free trade would not give the farmers, the 
miners, the lumbermen and the fishermen — 
the only industries that would be left in the 
country — a single new market. The cheap 
goods that would flood tho country would 
mako the home market of little value to 
them, and in tho foreign markets they 
would havo to contend with tho whole world 
with protection superadded. Freo trade 
haa taken tho home market from tho 
British farmer, and it wonld no 
doubt do tho same for tho Canadian 
farmer. What benefit, then, has any olasa 
in this Dominion to expeot from free trado 
as they havo it in Hogland? Nob the 
manufacturing oluss, for its direot and im- 
mediate effect would bo to ruin tho buaineas 
of tho manufaoturera. They would cortain- 
ly bo sacrificed. Not tho farming class, for 
tho memboro of this olasa would loae the 
homo market to a vory groat extent and 
not gain anotbor. Tho miners, tho fisher- 
men and the lumbermon would be in pretty 
muoh the same position aa the tarmors. 
Every foreigner who had anything to sell 
in their lines of business could Bond it to this 
country without lot or hindrance, but there 
would bo no new openings for them. For 
although Canadahad madoita markotBfroe to 
all tho world, foreign countries would do as 
thoy havo dono hithorto in tho face of Great 
Britain's oxamplo— stick to protection.

The same paper aftor a writo up of the 
Pilot li^y smelter, recently set in operation, 
says : — "There ia enough ore in eight to 
koep tho smoker running continuously, and 
Canada oan take cire of overy pound of tho 
bullion product, - But will she take caro of 
of it'.'" Will shn oxlond to our silvor-load 
minora and amoltera tho aamo meaauro of 
protection that bIio extends to her othor in- 
dustrial workors ? If she does, tho Pilot 
Bay smoker will be a success, and every 
silver-lead mine owner in Kootonay will be 
able to keep his head above water."

Many Sized nnd Kinds of Uoxes Mny Re 
Employed — Detailed Instructions For 
Making a Hanging Cabinet aiid a Stand- 
ing I5ookcttKe. 

Tho possibilities lurking in ordinary 
boxes, such as shoos, soap or canned 
goods aro paokod in, aro beyond tho im- 
agination of tho uninitiated. Those boxos 
can bo mado into attractive piecos of 
furniture with tho addition of putty and 
paint, brass rods and draperies. A hang- 
ing cabinet for books or bric-a-brao, or 
both, may bo fashioned from the boards 
of a dry goods box. Tho caso whon fin- 
ished should bo about 30 inchos long 
and 18 inches high from tho bottom 
sholf to tho top of tho cornico molding 
and about 7 to 8 inchos doop. It may 
bo backod with boards or loft open if 
desired. It should bo provided with a 
sholf in tho middlo and a division at 




A WALL CABINET, 
ono side, tho lower ends of tlio fades 
being allowed to project below tho bot- 
tom of tho caso and cut in bracket shape. 

A strip of cornice molding should cap 
tho cabinet all around tho top. With 
several coats of paint nf sumo desirablo 
shade and tho addition of a small brass 
rod, from which cm-tains may bo sus- 
pended, tho bookcase will bo completed. 
A fow brass hooks can be serowod under 
tho bottom shelf, on which teaonps or 
othor articles may bo hung. 

A convenient and decorative bookcase 
may be mado from a wooden shoobox 
and a square wooden box such as canned 
goods como in, the boxes to bo screwed 
fast sido by sido and a cornico molding 
nailed around tho top of each. Sholves 
should then bo arranged tho proper dis- 
tance apart to reeeivo books of regular 
size, and six wooden balls mado and 
arranged under tho caso to raiso it up 
from tho floor. Tho rough parts of tho 
•wood should be nibbed smooth with 
sandpaper and all tho nailholes puttied 
up, after which the insido and outsido 
of the ease should bo painted to har-

monizo with othor furniture in tho 
room. With tho addition of brass rods 
and somo light curtains, somo books ar- 
ranged on tho shelves and bric-a-brao 
on top, tho standing bookcaso will form 
an attractivo and useful piece of furni- 
ture.

At the very outset a habit of oorroct 
nnd systomatio practice should be formed 
in tho pupil. If tho latter be very young, 
a competent porson ought daily to su- 
pervise his praotico for nt least one 
year. Anothor important ruattor is to 
cultivate tho reasoning powors of the 
student. Let tho pupil givo tho explana- 
tions, and ask him questions for infor- 
mation. 

For a young scholar a regular instruc- 
tion book is undoubtedly bettor suited 
than otudes with corresponding finger 
exorcises, says a writer in Tho Etude 
nnd authority for tho foregoing. Among 
tho great mass of piano niotliods pub- 
ished in this country there aro but fow 
thoroughly adapted to primary instruc- 
tion. Tho majority aro sadly deficient 
in tho most important part — tho elo- 
montary — tho oxercises succeoding each 
othor in abrupt and unsympathetic or- 
dor, thus diverting, the mind of tho pu- 
pil from tho real aim and ond — a strict 
legato stylo — which must always serve 
as a basis for truo piano playing. 

A beginner should bo mado to play 
his fivo linger exorciso from memory, so 
as to enable bim to concentrate his at- 
tention on tho position of his hands and 
on tho touch. 

Tho babit of introducing tho scales at 
almost tho vory beginning is prncticod 
by a surprisingly largo numborof toach- 
era This is radically wrong and en- 
tiroly unnecessary, as tho time of tho 
student can bo much bettor and more 
profitably employed by stationary and 
movablo five iingor exorcises, which do 
not require tho putting of tho thumb 
undor the othor fingors. Tho player hav- 
ing bocome established in a correct touch 
and good logato, scale praotico may com- 
mence and should bo steadfastly and 
unremittingly adhered to. After tho stu- 
dent has thoroughly mastered tho scales 
in all the various similar and contrary 
motions thoir rhythmical study may be- 
gin, thus onabling tho teacher to fur- 
nish him with material for practice in 
almost endless variety. 

Tho Colonial Crazo. 

Thu uneducated aro not tho only ones 
who livo in houses congested with fur- 
niture. Take, for instanco, tho colonial 
crazed, who, in their mad search for cor- 
rect pioces, loso sight of tho faot that 
their surroundings may not bo suitable 
for tho proper display of those designs, as 
Tho Decorator and Furnisher explains. 
In colonial days peoplo lived in largo 
houses with spaoions parlors. Thorowas 
amplo room for the long, pewliko sofa. 
In thoso days, too, peoplo bought the 
essentials. There was a purpose for thoir 
chairs and tablos. Men sat in them or 
about them, and tho supports wero 
noithor gilded nor fragile. Now we havo 
candelabra with candles that aro never 
lightod, chairs for holding scarfs, and 
treacherous tablos smothered in draper- 
ios and reserved for lamps, with silk or 
paper petticoats and of uncertain equi- 
librium. 



Virginia Ginger Snaps. 

Hero is a southorn recipo tho results 
of which can hardly fail to pleasoin ov- 
ery looality: A pint of molasses, half 
pound each of lard and brown sugar, 2 
tabluspoonfuls each of ginger, olovos, 
cinnamon and soda dissolved in tho mo- 
lasses, a cupful of sweet milk, enough 
flour for a soft dough. Uso as much 
flonr as you wash in rolling them out. 
Roll vory thin. Iu cutting out theso 
cakes do not uso tho scraps or cornors 
of dough until all aro cut out. Some 
persons roll them with tho original 
dough, but that makes tho dough toe 
stiff, and tho cakes aro not crisp. Keop 
tho scraps until the last and then roll 
together and uso. They will make quito 
good cakes, but inferior to tho first 

How to Car.vo Tongue. 

A tonguo .should bo carved as "thin 
as a wafer. " Its delicacy depends in a 
groat degrco upon that. Wo have but 
littlo appotito for a thick slice, but a

well cut bit tonipts tho most fastidious, 
and this applies to all kinds of roast and 
boiled meats. A chunk of beef wo turn 
from with disgust. An artistic slico wo 
enjoy. The center slices of tho tonguo 
aro considered tho best, and Tlio Houso- 
wifo says ought to bo cut across at tho 
lino 1, and tho slices taken from each 
sido, with a portion of tho fat which is 
at its root, if it is liked. Tho question 
should bo asked. 



New Knglnnd Raised Biscuit. 
For raised biscuit set a spongo to riso 
as for bread at C o'clock. At half past 9 
rub into a quart of flour a tablespoonful 
of lard, a littlo white sugar and a toa- 
spoonful of salt. Make a holo iu tho 
middle and put in your spongo. Knoad 
it lightly with enough lukewarm mill;: 
and water to make it into a soft dough. 
Lot it riso. Early in tho morning knoad 
it down, and make into biscuits, and sot 
boforo tho firo to rise. Bake half an 
hour. 

Ilrowned Potato Cones. 

Boil and mash some potatoes, mix 
with them a seasoning of poppor, salt 
and onion juice. Beat into tho potato a 
sufficient quantity of fresh butter to 
bind it. Divide it into equal parts and 
form it into loaves or cones. Placothom 
undor roast boef or mutton to slightly 
brown, allowing a littlo gravy to fall 
on thorn.

A Trip Into British Columbia's Terra 
lucorriilta by Two of Ita 
Hardy Pioneers. 



An Early Settler's BiBnial Forebod- 
ings-Pioneer Hardships and Pri 
various— Rest at Last. 



Ono cold, blank morning ubout the end of 
February, 1800, James Sivowright and my- 
self stood on the wharf ab Victoria, all 
roady for a plungo into the great unknown 
ahead of us, that unknown which for tho 
l»9t three monthB — away in our cabin in tho 
woods boyoud Elk lako — we hod boon talk 
lug and dreaming about, with its ouriforous 
bars and bonehea out of whioh we hoped to 
take a share of tho woalth hidden there. 
At our feet wore lying two good sized packs, 
perhaps over sixty pounds each, well roped, 
with a pair of leather Blinga or shoulder 
straps to each. Oae of the packs contained 
fifty pounds tf oatmeal, a small tin of butter, 
a small sack of sale, and a little tea and 
sugar; tho other oontained our blankets, a 
change of und -rolothing, a Bmall bottio ol 
quictsilvor, a rocker iron, a copper plate, a 
frying-pan and oollVo pot, a tin kottlo and a 
couple of tin plutts. There woro also tied 
to this pink a shovel, a pick and a 
small axo. We each had a shoath 
knife and a good big tin cup 
aluog to our bolta, and I was tho proud 
poBSCitor of ono of ihoso pepperbox rovolv. 
era tint were so common in thoao diya. We 
two wnro j'.ist like a score cf othoiB that 
were waiting with uu, rigged out in duck 
overalls, groy woolen shirtH and blue reetiug 
jackets. Jatnio had a cloth cap on hie head 
and I a Gier g try bonnot. And if we, liko 
tho rust of those who woro waiting on tho 
wharf that dreary February morning, 
seemed, juit what wo wore, cold and chilly, 
yob our lio-irta were glowing with huyo us 
We looked boyond tho present, beyond tho 
cold and drizzling rain that had begun to 
fall, bayond tho hardships that wero ahoad 
of us, and beyond to tho Fraeor whoro, if 
■our dream j v.ero to come true, golden for- 
tunes wore waiting ub in ita sandB. 

Lying r.t the wharf was tho stoamboat 
tint was to take us over to tho Mainland, 
the Otter, with her perpoudioular green- 
painted oides and bigi bulwarks, so high 
that a good-sized man could hardly look 
over them from her deck, built for rough 
Boas, stormy woathor and Indian tradiug. 
She had weathered many a storm and Bailed 
Qummer after Bummer on tho Northern 
coast, bartering and trading with the 
natives ; and thero had been times when 
hundreds of painted and feathered warriors, 
in great canoes, came paddling round her, 
looking foi a cluuuu to stoal, or ovon worso 
Indeed a close watch had thon to bo kept, 
and with our orew under arms and boarding 
nettings out, only ono or two of thorn wero 
allowed aboard at a time to trade. 

Although no euoh rush was going up to 
tho mines now as had been during tho last 
two years— 1860 being juBb between tho 
California rush of 1858 and tho almost 
great Canadian rush that oamo two yoars 
later In 1SG2— still there wore quite a num- 
ber liko ouraolves, waiting until the freight 
had been taken on and tho gangway clear 
to go on board ; most of us wero going up 
to tho mines far tho first time ; a few wero 
roturnieg to their claims after spending tho 
winter and their money in Viotoria, and to 
tho new-comers like Jamie and I thoy 
seemed to bo great fellows as they spoke 
to us in a, patronizing way, or discoursed 
amongst themselves about pay otreaka in tho 
benches, calors to the shovel, canta to tho 
pan, and digginga on the bars. 

As Eoon as we got on board wo stowed 
our pacha under shelter and wont^on deok to 
watch our boat working her way out past 
tho Beaver rock — that at that time waa a 
dangerous object in tho middle of the har- 
bor—one to where tho white capa wero 
racing and chasing ono another up the 
StraitB of . Fuca from the Pacific. 

It wan a dismal, dreary day, and as we 
rounded Trial island we wero pitching and 
rolling in a choppy oea, so that only thoBO 
who had their eea legs could Btand on deck. 
As .ve turned our backs to tho Straits and 
tho Sound, and headed up tho coaat under 
tho loe of Vancouver island, it was only now 
and then through the mist and drizzle that 
wo conld see the faint outlineo of tho ahoros to 
tho right and to iho left, and we missed 
what in fine woather would have boen a de- 
lightful sail, between the wooded bays of 
Vancouver on tho ono side and San Juan 
and adjacocfc islands on tho other. Wo 
passed out from tho shelter of tho islands 
wo had been sailing amongst, through 
Plumper's PaeB into tho Gulf of Georgia, in 
tho teeth of a fresh gale, our boat plunging 
and pitching along for hours through rain 
and apray, until the ghost like outlines of a 
few scattering treoa at tho mouth of the 
Eraser began to loom out through tho miut, 
looking like ao many sentinels keoplng 
watch and ward over the treasures that 
woro beyond. 

With our entry into tho river tho roiling 
and pitching ceaued, but tho rain still cuno 
pelting down and for tho wholo of tho 
15 to 1G miles from tho mou^h to Qaeeus- 
boro no r . a sign or Bound of any living thing 
waa to bo seen or heard, not a settler's 
cabin, not an Indian camp, not a canoe or 
boat on tho water did wo aco, not even tho 
whirr of a duck hastening out of our v/ay or 
the splash of a salmon leaping in tho river; 
only the constant drip, drip of rain every, 
whoro. lint everything has an end and so 
hurl that cheerless day'o sail and wo woro 
both glad whon Quoonbbjro, on tho high 
north bark just whoro tho river widens, 
suddenly appeared out of tho misb und fog 
ahoad of ua, a jumblo of whito tents, blaalt 
burnt stumps und woodon houses with an 
occasional great fir or pino standing far away 
above all. 

Thero waa no laok of life aa tho Otter 
hauled up to her wharf. Whites, Indians 
and half breeds, with a sprinkling of uni- 
formed aoldiera, mado a fair ahow of ani- 
mated nature. Queonaboro, tho capital of 
Mritiah Columbia, soon to bo named by Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria " New Westmin- 
ster," wa<> only now in its infant struggles. 
The capital in 1868 waa locatod by tho Hod- 
eon Bay (Jomyuny near Laugloy, on tho 
oouth sido of the river, and callod by them 
"Derby." Thero a town waa laid out, lots 
nold and houses erected, but on tho arrival 
from England of Colonel Moody, with a de- 
tachment of Royal Engineers — for stratep;io 
reasons— tho uito was changed to tho north 
bank of tho Fraaar, just whoro tho two en- 
trances or arms of the rivor converge into 
tho main stream. A town situ was thero 
laid out on tho fuco of tho sloping hank and 
named Qnoensboro. Hera Jamio lef □ mo 
with our pucka undor a shod on tho wharf, 
went to see what tho chaucca wero 



and a half up the river, and they also told 
me that a party of engineers were going up 
soon to bnild a road from the head of river 
navigation at Yale through to the mines. 

Jamie on his return brought back tho 
good newa that the new river steamer Hen- 
rietta was going to make her first trip the 
next day as far as Harrison River, and that 
we could sleep on board. We wero not long 
in transferring our paoka from tho damp 
wharf to tho dry cabin, and notmuch longer 
before our blankets were spread in a quiet 
corner and we had turned in. 

Next morning was a transf ormution indeod 
from the day before. The rain had ceased and 
only a few fleecy olouds floated ovorhead. 
Tho sun hid not yet riBon, bub the ther- 
mometer had gono down to freezing point, 
und the black loga and stumps of yostorday, 
that covered most of tho cleared part of the 
town site, woro now whito snd glistening 
with frost, changing tho wholo nepsot of tho 
hillside and brightening with a silver lustro 
tho picturo before ua. Ah the wharf bolow 
wero lying tho two crack pioneer rivor boats, 
Moody and Douglas, owned and sailed by 
two experienced river steamboat men, Cap- 
tains Irving and Murray. Those Bteam- 
boatn woro juat liko tho ono6 wo seo on tho 
rivor to day, built to draw very little wutir, 
with wheols at their Btorn in placo of at their 
si lop, in ordor to navigate shoal water and 
narrow channels. They wero fitted with 
tf io spacious and woll furnished cabins and 
s uteroomB. In thoso days ib wae a roal 
luxmy to travel in thorn. At this timo of 
tho your the rivor was too low to bo navl- 
gated by steamers of this oIubs, and ovon tho 
little Henrietta, on account of tho shallow 
waters above, oould then only go to Harri- 
son rivor, half wuy to Yalo, the head of 
steamboat navigation. 

Captain Murray, part owner of tho two 
steamera mentioned above, soon after this 
sold out his interest in them to Ills partner 
Captain Irving, and sailed for Australia, 
whoro he introduced tho otorn wheelers and 
built and ownid several himself, navigating 
them Euocesifully on tho Murray und othor 
rivers thoro. Wo did not Book to go on 
shore, as our little boat was showing slgnB 
of lifo, her wheel beginning slowly and spas- 
modically to rovolvo, and her engines to 
pant and throb. So with the laob long toot 
of her whistlo tho lines were oast oft, and 
sho backod slowly astern, and then went 
abend, and aa sho gathered speed and anglod 
out from the wharf up tho stream, we had a 
good view of tho town that wua in thoso 
daya nicknamed Stump town, and wo at 
once rocognized the correctness of Colonel 
Moody's judgment in solocting this com- 
manding position as tho aito for tho capital 
of British Columbia. 

Wo had a good viow of tho shoro as we 
stoamed up stream ; dozens of big Northorn 
canoes lying along the beaoh ubove the town 
were boing repaired or transformed into 
rowbouts, and many of the minora who had 
passed tho summer before successfully in 
tho mines, and who had Bpenb tho past win- 
ter in Victoria and Queenboro, woro hero 
fisting up or repairing their boats and 
aanoos and getting ready to take in their 
year'a atook of provisions, preparatory to 
starting back to their claims. So all along 
tho wator front tho Bound of hammer, axo 
and saw was to be heard, and the beach 
nearly all the way to tho oamp was dotted 
with tonta and shanties, and men woro hard 
at work. Meanwhile, as we steamed Into 
tho wide reach of tho rivor above tho town, 
wo passed on our left the deep bay or bight, 
on tho «lope up from which was laid out the 
oamps of the Royal Engineers, consisting of 
wooden houses, with a sprinkling of tonta, 
and a small wharf in front, all enclosed by a 
donuo foreat, on tho borders of which men 
were busy in tho midst of little clearings 
chopping and burning. 

Here, as in Queonaboro, black logs and 
stumps wero amongst the Btrong features of 
thopioture; yot the picture is not complete, 
for near the centro cf the picturo was flying 
" the old flag," 

Tho Hag that braved a thousand years, 
Tho battle and tho broezo, 
romlnding us of tho brave men who had 
fought and oonquerod, or foughb and died 
under ita folds. Now tho rivor viow opouod 
out to ua an avenue of dark greon with 
Douglou island barring our way at tho far 
end, whilst away beyond in the distanco to 
tho northeast tho white, snowolad ooaBt 
rango blended with tho floating cumuli 
olouds that came sailing down from the 
northwest. We steamed on past, still on 
our left, tho brown Brunette, that camo 
stoaling, silently and stealthily, from whore 
the thick bushes overhung ita deep, 
dark, trout - haunted pools, out in- 
the waters of tho Eraser, 
past tho Coquitlam that for many a mile 
camo brawling, rumbling and foaming over 
Its rooky bod, down from tho deep lako that 
lay olear and blue in tho bosom of tho 
mountains, past tho calm Pitt, almost us 
Btill und calm as the lake from which it 
flowed. Now we are skirting along the 
north Bide of Douglas island with ita thick 
woods ; now wo aro passing Kaitzio on our 
oft, its long rancherio built o[ upright tim- 
bers with smoke from tho family tiros 
within finding ita way through tho roof in 
twouty different places, painted and carved 
totem pusts at ouch ond, and In front a row 
of blanketed Indiana sitting motionless in 
tho sun watching us puffing past. Dream- 
ily I watched tho rippling water ua our 
little boat beaded across tho river for tho 
Lvngiey bank, and aa I inhulcd tho spicy 
odor that tho wind bore down from tho 
waying pinea I forgot tho present and my 
mind went back to othor days, and again 
the scented breezo waa

With a fragrance of long ago. 
Till tho past onco more, ita banished days, 
With hills of blue und broom; Oruea, 
And boMcy glons and breezy bays. 

Camo back in tho noontide glow.

Its rowan treea. iia hawthorn heilgo. 
Tlio shady walk by the river's edge, 
Tho bowery .seat on tho mossy ledgo-

for getting a boat to tuko aa up tbo 
rlvar. Whilst waiting for bis return, I met 
two old friends, who about eighteen months 
before camo up from Panama to San Fran- 
cisco with mo on the steamship John L. 
Stephens—Sergeant MoColland Jim Ellard 
— both of them belonging to the Royal Ei- 
.gineora. They said they wero living at 
what they called tho Camp, about a milo 



"Hullo Murray; yor there, aro yo!'' otart- 
led mo from my droamlng, und J turned to 
seo tho sneaker standing bosido my purtnor. 
Ho wus I should think woll over his fortioth 
year, tall, nearly six feet in height with 
ehouldora ulightly stooping, squarely though 
loosely built, giving ono tho idea that his 
lege und arms woro not well fastened to 
his body. His hair und his complexion 
wore dark, und he ho had black, dyspeptic 
looking eyes, with dark ciroles aiound them, 
and a largo, firm chin, covered with n short, 
blaok stubble of hair. Ho wua drensod in a 
suit of woll worn gray. Oj his houd was a 
bonnet that, hud onco been bluo and that 
ovidently had seen better days. Ho was 
indeod a Cjlt of tho Black Roderick typo, 
you would have said, ovon had you not 
hoard my partnor oay " Hero 'a Cain'ell." 

YeB, it waa Campbell ; hotter known in 
later years us " British Siberia.'' Wo had 
mot him at tho houao of Cameron the black- 
smith, in Victoria, tho winter before, so wo 
woro not Btrungoru. Ho was a pessimist of 
the moat melancholy ordor. With him tho 
past and present wua ull wrong and the 
future, ua ho saw it, a hopoleua muddle. 
His firot start in businee, a failure, Seemed 
to have changed hie nature to a duubtor of 
all things and ull men, leaving him only able 
to seo tho deop black clouds und none of tho 
sunshine of lifo. He vehemently donounaed 
British Columbia and ita people ; yot ho 
olung to It and them with all tho 
force of hie Scotch nature. Onoo ho 



traveled to California, " no' to come 
back," he said, and for a year he ranged 
ovor and through her mountains and glens, 
but just as surely us the magnot turns to the 
north bo ho turned to British Siberia, as be 
oalled British Columbia, just to denounee 
her as bitterly as over. Again, lator on, 
about the end of the seventies, he becamo, 
as ho said, so disgusted with British Siberia, 
deolaring that It wua not fib for a whito man 
to livo in — that he started off for Australia 
and New Zealand. This timo ho was em- 
phatic in Baying " Yu'il never see mo again, 
an' I'll bo glad when the day comes thub I 
oan shake tho dust o' British Siberia off tny 
feot for ever." So one morning ho sailed 
out of Bnrrard's Inlet in a lumber-laden ship. 
Some who kuoiv him and who saw him sail 
away prophesied that he would be baok in- 
eido of a year ; and so he wits. How he 
oamo I don't know, bub inside the 
year ho appoared, unohangod in evory way, 
book to the old wandering lifo, now in 
tho mountains, and now on the CouBt, do- 
ing u little work hero and a littlo work 
thoro, t alwoys independent, making money 
and spending it almost as soon as made, 
back to live and wait for tho coming of tho 
day which came at last, when he laid down 
his old tired and worn-oub body not umongBt 
strangers, but umongsbthoBe who know him 
and, I boliove, after ull undor the sod of the 
land ho loved. 

But horo wo aro ab Langley, with Ita Hud- 
eon's Bay Company's fort and stereotyped 
wharf, group of Indians, half-breeds and 
Hudson Bay men, ua the employeB of that 
company woro thon oalled. This was to bo 
the last pluco of oall until wo reaohed tho 
end of our day's journey at Harrison rivor ; 
ami us wn steamed on up tho stroam, Jumos, 
myself and Campbell stood watching the 
river betwoen its banks, twisting with many 
sinuosities through narrow channelsund over 
Bhallow bars.eoms of them so shallow that we 
could hoar the grating of tho atones 
and gruvel on tho Bteamor's bottom. Away 
t) tho south roso up ovor ten thousand feot 
high from what looked to bo an almost 
level plain, tho greab whito pyramid of 
Mount Baker in Washington territory, 
gliatuing in tho winter's sua, and all along 
tho rivor now, Indiana in thoir canoes be- 
came plentiful. Some anchored neor deep 
poolB woro busy fishing, aomo wore gliding 
silontly down tho etream with hardly an 
effort, and others heading up woro putting 
in their best licks with both paddle und 
polo. During ull this time James and I had 
boen busy pumping Campball about tho 
country, its mines and its peoplo, and he, 
nothing loath, had been giving us his ideas 
from hla standpoint on all three. Thoy 
woro not very ohoerlng I must say, for 
when wo asked him about tho oountry, 
" Well," ho Bald, in his slow 
way, " it isn'c good for much." 
And the pith of his Btory was 
that tho low lands wore only uu- 
cultivatubio swamps or moraSBOS ; tho high 
lands gravel bods covered with groat trees 
growing so oloaoly togothor thab ono could 
hardly walk between them, or lb would take 
a lifotime to clear a lot of ten aores, und 
ovon If tho lot could bo cleared nothing 
would grow on it. In faot, according to 
him, the oountry waa not fit for a whito 
man, hardly ovon fit for an Indian to livo in. 
Well, wo thought, he surely oan'b have 
anything to Bay againat the minos ; ab any 
rate thoy are good ; but he soon undeceived 
us, and wo had to look at them through his 
oolored and distorted glasses, aa ho declared 
that tho atorioa told aboub their greab rich- 
ness wero all lies— tho fow good claims thab 
had boon discovered never paid as much as 
was reported, und further that they woro 
ubout worked out. Ho allowed that thoro 
wero a few moro claims thab paid grub or 
oven a little more, but they woro source and 
hard to find. Tho vory gold, ho said, takon 
out of tho diggings was not of 
us much value as Australian or Cali- 
fornia gold. To cap it all he assorted 
that in anotbor year tho mineB would bo 
dosorted. When we asked him about tho 
people, it was tho same story, traducing 
ihem ono and all ; they woro worthless ad- 
venturers, tho soum of the Pacific Coaat, 
oven thoao of them who professed to be 
practical minora know littlo or nothing 
aboub ib. Above all, ho warned us to look 
out for ourselves, aa nino out of ovory ten of 
thoso wo would meet would try to rob ub, 
or if wo escaped them the Indians would 
murder us aa thoy had done many already. 

Woll, all thia did mako ua open our oyca 
and wondor if all wo had heard of the coun- 
try and its minos before hud only boon a lot 
of lies, or If Campbell himaelf was not ono of 
Job's renowned comforters. 

Howovor, wo had made tho plunge and 
wo could not go back oven if wo had wished 
to do so, for all our capital, oxcopt fivo 
or six dollars apiece, was lying in- 
vested in the packs at our feot. 
So we aaid whoro others had gone wo could 
go, and wo woro goiDg to got thero somo- 
how, in spite of all the lions that Campbell 
had boen trying to placo in our way. 

Bub our journey on tho little boat was 
now nearly ovor, and tho sun was Binki.ig 
bohind a bank of dark clouds dawn in the 
west, as tho Henrietta slowing up, outored 
tho mouth of tho Harrison. A long gang 
way was shoved out to moot another that 
(vaa laid ovor tho mud flats whoro a numbor 
of canoes und bouts were lying, Jamio and 
I shouldered our packs and walked tho 
plank down, und then up to tho top of tho 
bink. On our loft thero woro a numbor cf 
Indian bouses half-hidden amongst thick 
buahca and Bhruhs and overlooked by one 
or two tall firs. In front of in standing out 
by iteolf waa a good siz-id square-built log 
houso oalled "tho hotol," whilo patches of 
deciduous troea and bushes — whoso swelling 
buds wero beginning to show a shimmer of 
green after tho extraordinary mild wtntor 
that was j jst then passing away, woro grow- 
ing along the banks of both tho Harrison 
und tho Frueor. Moro than a BCiro 
of Indians old and young, and a fow whito 
men woro standing or sitting watching our 
arrival, and t.n Indian in a not over clean 
whito apron was pounding away on a bat- 
tered brass gong at tho door of tho hotel ub 
wo entered. Although four lighted candles 
woro standing in a row on a long narrow 
table ab ono sido ib took us a littlo whilo bo- 
foro wo could place things in tho dim light. 
Six half windows did not glvo much light in 
tho daytime, und still loss now, for only a 
dun glimmer from without showed where 
thoy woro. On tho walls woro fivo or six 
Bhelvos, hold up by stout woodou pins 
driven into augur holes in tho logs. Tho 
ends of tho pins stood out from the bIioIvob, 
making hooks to hang huts, caps und clothes 
on, a oouplo of dozsn woodon stools und 
boxe.T for guoBta liko ouraolvca to ait on, 
worn scattered around. At ono end of tho 
room was tho door through whioh 
wo ontorod from tbo river, at 
tho other end another door boing 
tho ontrar.co from tho kitchen. A round 
dingy looking brass clock wuo fastened on 
tho wall tbovo, thab with a ahaky quavering 
sound struck tho hours us thoy went by. 
At one side of tho room wan a largo open 
firo place, whom u fire was smouldering 
against a big back log giving u protniao of 
comfort and warmth later on. Oa the 
other sido of tho room wua tho long narrow 
table wo h.avo apokoti about before lib up by 
ita f.mr c mdlea and on whioh the Chinese 
cook was busy sotting out tho dishes for our 
Bupper. Tho table had no white olobh to 
covor it but the boards on top wero clean

Meetine of the Local Branch of the 
British and Foreign Bible 
Society. 

Election of Officers and Reports Giveu 
of the Work of the 
Year. 



At St. Andrew's Preabytorian churoh last 
night tho local branch of tho British and 
Foreign Bible Society held their annual 
meeting. The President, Mr. Noah Shakes- 
peare, presided, and there were also on tho 
platform Rev. Dr. Campbell, Rev. W. L. 
Clay, Rev. S. Cleavor, Rev. Thomaa Bald- 
win, Rov. D. MacRae and Rev. J. P. D. 
Knox. 

Tho Prcsidont, aa ho was suffering from a 
cold, did not make an addrcts, but calkd 
upon Rev. Dr. Campbell, seorotary pro tern, 
to road tho reports. The executive com- 
mittee's report for the year ending March 
;»1 was as follows : 

" The executive committee of tho local 
branch of the Biblo sooiety beg loavo to 
thank thoae who have In any way aided 
this most important branoh of tho Churoh 
of Christ. Tho aim of tho society is to give 
to all men in their own language the Word 
of God, ' without note or oomment.' This 
society is not Beatarian, bub univeraal : not 
denominational, buc coBmopolitan in aim 
and principle, Roman Catholios and 
Protestant, churohman and dissenter, can 
find room on tho broad platform of the 
Bible sooiety, and may unite their labors and 
their prayers without any compromise of 
their individual convictions or ecclesiastical 
principles, 

" Much has already been dono to give the 
Bible to tho world, but what has been dono 
is a very small fraction of what still remains 
to bo done, both ab home and abroad, beforu 
the Bible will tako the place of tho Koran, 
and the Cross the place of tho Crescent. 
Bub God has promised, and shall fulfil the 
promiso that, 

Tho beam that|shlnos from Zion hill 

Shall likhton every land; 
Tho King who r, igns In Halom'a toworB 

Shall all the world command. 

Before the Reformation only England, 
Germany and Bohemia of all the world had 
the Bible translated into the language of the 
people, bat now, mainly through tho in- 
strumentality of this sooiety, it is trans- 
lated into the language of overy country of 
Europe, many of Asia, Africa, America and 
the Islands of the Sea. lb may well be Baid 
that the gift of tongues has fallen on our 
age for 'wo hear every man speak in his own 
language the word of Gcd.' 

"As Christians let us rtjaico that at least 
once a year wo are onabled to lay aside all 
differences which separate branches of the 
Churoh of God, and unite in the glorious 
work of spreading the Bible throughout the 
world. Let our motto bo ' E pluribus 
unum ' — 'The world for ChrlBt.' " 

Tho secretary reported that the oontribu 
tlons for the year wero leas than tho year 
before, nob from a lack of interest, bub from 
the depression. The contributions have 
been up to the present :

S ('leaver In moving tho adoption 
of tho reporo said that there were people 
who tried to make it appear that tho heathen 
in their ignorance were just as happy aa 
Chriatian peoples. He denied this, claim- 
ing that tho peace and prosperity of Cnria- 
tian nations wero duo to tho Biblo, which 
also stimulated people, to caro for tho eiok, 
the orphan and the aged. 

Rev. Mr. Baldwin, in seconding the re- 
solution, paid a glowing tributo to the 
Bib e Socle y. Its work had, ho said, pu; 
tho Bible in tho handa of more individut'le 
than tho combined populations of Canada, 
tho United States and Groat Britain. 

Tho roport having boen adopted Rov. W. 
L. Clay in touching on the sooioty'a aima, 
said that tho Bibio was tho cornor Btoue 
of civilization and tho eooioty'B 
work wbb destined to accomplish 
groat things for God and man. Of the 40O 
languagoB into whioh tho Bible is transla- 
ted, the British and Foreign Socioty had 
printed tho Bible in 3ii0. Ho impreasod 
upon businesa mon that tho money spent in 
misaionary work did not comparo with the 
benefit that waa brought to trade by tho 
opening up of now countries aa tho roeult of 
misaionary labora. 

1'ho officers for tho present year wero 
then nominitod aa followB : President, 
Noah Shakespeare ; secretary, Dr. Lang ; 
vlco-pretidonts, tho pastora of tho various 
churches. Lay representatives : First 
Presbyterian churoh, S. B. Nothor- 
by ; St. Andrew's, D McLean, Cen- 
tral Presbyterian, VVm. Burns ; St. Paul's, 
John Park ; Metropolitan Methodist, D. 
Spencer; Centennial, W. H. Bono; James 
Bay Mothodist, George Powell ; Viotoria 
West, S. M. Okell ; Reformed Epiaoopal, B. 
W. Pearso ; St, Johna, A. C. Flumorfult ; 
St. Saviour's to be named ; Calvary Baptist 
to be named. 

Rev. Dr, Campbell movod that tho gen- 
tlemen nominated bo elected, Rov. Mr. 
Barber, in seconding the motion, oxprosBed 
his sympathy with tho society. Tho resolu- 
tion oarriod unanimously. 

A voto of thanks to tho pastor, nfiicors 
and poople of St. Andrew's ohurah wao then 
moved by Rov, Mr. MacRao, aocondod by 
Rev. Mr. Knor, and carried. 

A collection amounting to $15 was takon 
up and the mooting oloaed with the dox- 
ology and benediction.

tin or iron, plates, cups, spoons, knivea and 
forks and even the dishes on whioh tho sup- 
per was Berved wero of tho same niatorial. 

Wo wero glad w hen our portly hoab made 
tho announcement that aupper waa ready for 
thia waa our firot equare moal siuco we left 
Victoria almost (wo daya hiforo and wo had 
boon living on tho stock cf bread and cheese 
that we hod taken in there,, tho laab of 
whioh had disappeared thin morning. So as 
we carried our stools to the table and with 
fifteon or sixteen others took our 
places there. We gave the big 
dishes of pork and beana whioh 
wero the substantial part of tho supper, a 
hearty welcome, and nob only to thia sub 
stantial part, but to tho boiled rice and 
stowed dried apples that followed, did wo 
do amplo juatico, and with Dutch oven 
broad, white and aweot, washed down with 
strong, black Congou, called then Hudson 
Bay tea, we mado a Bupper fit for Epicurus 
himself had he faated siuoo morning. 

As soon as the Chinaman ri moved from 
tho table the dishes and tho remains of tho 
feast soma of the gueeta pulled their stools 
up to it, and to paBa tho time away en 
gaged in cribbas>e, euchro and forty-fives, 
whilst others of ua drew our seats round 
tho fireplace, with ita oheorful glow and 
warmth, end liatened until bedtime to many 
a stirring talo and humorous atory of Cali- 
fornia or British Columbia and their mining 
canipn. When wo lay down to reat, we did 
so, under a roof perhaps tho laat timo for 
many days, to dream of oome of tho stirring 
times we had just been hearing about,
